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KEY WEST, Oct. 15 (AP) 
They come from all walks of 
life, the old and the young, the 
healthy and the ill, but refu- 
gees from Fidel Castro’s Cuba

— they are virtually penniless. 

They have left their money, 
homes and personal belong- 
ings, stores and farms behind, 
confiscated by the Cuban gov-
